‘Something underhanded' 


Langtord demands runoff position

“Something, | think, is under- 
handed,” said Florene Langford 
about the. ballot counting 

rocedure of the student pre- 
sident/regent election. 

Langford sent a letter to the 
Election Commission Tuesday 
demanding that a runoff elec- 
tion between herself, Katie Rinn 
and Mike Smith be held to de- 
termine the president, listing 
several reasons for her belief. A 
list of 70 signatures accompan- 
ied the letter. 

Results compiled by the Elec- 
tion Commission showed that 
Rint and Smith were the top 
two vote gatherers in last week’s 
election. Rinn compiled 331 
votes, Smith had 214 and Lang- 
ford received 210. Under Article 
V, Section Two of the SG-UNO 


(student government) Constitu- 
tion, only the top two candi- 
dates would be eligible for a 
runoff. The Constitution-states: 
“If no candidate receives a sim- 
ple majority of the votes cast, a 
runoff between the top two (2) 
vote getters must be held within 
thirty (30) days under election 
rules and procedures contained 
in the by-laws of the SG-UNO.” 

Langford’s first reason for in- 
cluding herself in the runoff 
was, according to the letter, be- 
Cause “the vote between Smith 
and Langford was extremely 
close.” Election Commissioner 
Kay Gardiner responded by 
saying that the Constitution 
“states explicitly” that the top 
two vote getters will be in a ru- 
noff. 

Gardiner said if Langford 
wants to change the ruling of

the Constitution she would - 


have to go to the Student Sen- 
ate. “If she wants to question 


the integrity of the results, she 
must go to the student Court,” 
Gardiner said. She said only 
disputes between candidates 
are handled by -the Election 
Commission. 

Langford’s second point stat- 
ed: “If a box of ballots can be 
misplaced as was done, this is a 
sign of incompetence, careless- 
ness, neglect and lack of organ- 
ization. Thus we can surmise 
that these inadequacies could 
have appeared in the-election 
for the President-Regent posi- 
tion; a position far more power- 
ful than a Senator’s.” 

“Nothing was misplaced,” 
Gardiner said, but added, “It de- 
pends on what you consider 
misplaced.”. Ballots from the 
College of Arts and Sciences 
and the College of Business Ad- 
ministration were accidentally 


mixed together, but the error 


was spotted and corrected, ac- 


cording to Gardiner. 

“A reasonable person looking 
at our procedures would have to 
conclude that the results are 
correct,” Gardiner said. “We 
can show that for every ballot 
we have, a voter voted,” Gardin- 
er said. “| can understand her 
questioning the count, and we 
can help her out with a recount 
with Willie Munson _(Student 
Organization Adviser), herself 
and her agent present,” Gardin- 
er said. | 

“Using their final tabulation, | 
think all three candidates 
should be represented (in arun- 
off election) if student govern- 
ment wants to be fair,” Langford 
said.

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CBA majors abound at UNO

One out of every five students 
enrolled this semester at UNO is 
a business major, according to 
Larry Trussell. 

Trussell, dean of the College 
of Business Administration, 
Said business majors make up 
20.3 percent of the total en- 
rollment. 


Gardner Van Dyke, assistant 
vice chancellor, said enrollment 
this semester in the college to- 
tals 3,013 students, which tops 
last year’s enrollment by 252. 


Trussell said the rising enroll- 
ment trend is true throughout 
the country, perhaps because 
Students are getting a lot more 
information in high schools 
about career and job markets. 


“Business is one of the areas 
with a strong demand for em- 
ployment,” said Trussell. 


He also said that there seems 
to be a better understanding on 
the part of the students as to 
what a business degree really is. 


“Say a person is interested in 
music,” said Trussell, “and in 
order to make a career out of 
music he thinks he must make 
that his major. But actually out 
of the 120 credit hours required 
for abusiness degree, only 50 to 
70 of those credits are actual 
business classes making it pos- 


Sible for the student to study 
Other areas.” : 


Trussell said that business is 
the most liberal of all education, 
because the students are forced 
{0 pursue a broad background. 

This gives them the best of 
both worlds,” he said. 


When asked if the rise in CBA 
enrollment may have come 
from the drop in the number of 
&ducation majors, Trussell said 


he was not sure if this was the 
Case. 


“There have been a lot of ‘lid’ 


bills passed,” he said, “and this . 


drop in money may have caused 
a lot of high School teachers 
who counsel students to guide 
students into business careers 
instead of teaching careers be- 
cause of the job markets availa- 
ble.” 


Of the total freshmen enroll- 
ment of 5,564 students, 1,378 of 
them are entering as business 
majors this fall. This means that 
one out of every four freshmen 
are entering the college of busi- 
ness. 


Trussell also said that class 
size in the college is also in- 
creasing. Average Class size for 
1978 was 34.2 students per

Runoff election date set 


The runoff election between Student President/Regent 
candidates Katie Rinn and Mike Smith will be Nov. 15-16, ac- 
cording to Election Commissioner Kay Gardiner. 

Gardiner said polls will be set up in CBA and the Student 
Center in the same areas as in the general election. Polls in CBA 
will be open 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. and again from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. Nov. 
15; and 8 a.m. to noon Nov. 16, Gardiner said. 

Student Center polling areas will be open 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. | 
and 3 p.m. to 9 p.m. Nov. 15; and 8 a.m. to noon Nov. 16. 

The runoff is necessary because none of the three candi- 
dates in the general election received a 50-percent-plus-one 
majority of the votes cast as is required by the SG-UNO consti- 


class. This compares to this 
year’s average of 37.6. 


Trussell said he does not 
think the budget will allow very 
many new teachers to be hired.

market. 


Does a business or technical 
degree give job-seekers an ad- 
vantage in the 8 to 5 work 
world? Are liberal arts degrees 
more of a hindrance than an ad- 
vantage in our highly special- 
ized society? 

‘According to John Newton, 
dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences at UNO, the answer to 
these questions is yes — and 
no. 


Newton said: “In the short

run, your ability to get a job if 
you have a technically-oriented 
degree is enhanced.” He cited 
business as an example. 

“Liberal arts degrees are of- 
fered for the long-run,” so that 
“what you learn today is appli- 
cable tomorrow,” Newton said. 

“If you are preparing for a 
highly specialized career, you 
shouldn't be in the College of 
Arts and Sciences. 

“If you don’t have those spe- 
cific goals, then we'll do a better 
job, though it may not be appar- 
ent in the short-run,” he said. 

What is learned in a “general, 
business college program” be- 
comes obsolete, as do many 
things today, according to New- 
ton. “A broad background in lib- 
eral arts does not become obso- 
lete.” 

‘Newton quoted Stanley Mar- 
cus, retired president of 
Nieman-Marcus department 
stores, who spoke at an Acade- 
my, Business and Community 
breakfast several years ago. 
Newton said that Marcus ad- 
vised his student audience that

if they want to go places to geta 
liberal arts degree and obtain 
detailed training on the joborin 
a master’s degree program. 

The technical colleges and 
departments stress and recog- 
nize that some liberal arts 
courses are important for a well 
rounded background, he said. 

“| believe that tomorrow’s 
leaders should not be entirely 
from specialized areas” but 
“should be educated broadly.” 

Newton said he suspects that 
“proportionately speaking, of 
all students attending college 
today,” more are. vocationally 
oriented. 

He said, however, that he 
does not believe there has been 
a drop in the number of stu- 
dents seeking a liberal arts de- 
gree. 

He said that in the past sever- 
al years the number of students 
enrolled in the College of Arts 
and Sciences has gone up 
slightly or stayed about the 
same. ,

sold to bidder number 324 for 
$725. 


With those words, Colonel 
Gordon England closed anoth- 
er sale of agovernment surplus 
car, this one being a 1974 Ply- 
mouth Valiant. 


The Valiant was one of 78 cars 
and trucks auctioned off re- 
cently at 16th and Leavenworth 
by the General Services Admin- 
istration, the purchasing and 
selling agency of the federal 
government. 


England, the auctioneer for 
the GSA, said the ears are used 
by various departments of the 
federal government and are 
auctioned off after the motor 
pool authorities, “determine the 
cars have too many miles or are

too old.” 


Mileage on the cars ranged 
from 60,000 to more than 
100,000 miles. All the cars were 
equipped with automatic trans- 
missions, power steering, 
power brakes and air condition- 
ing. The three pick-up trucks 
sold lacked air conditioning and 
power steering.

Most of the cars were sold for 
under $750, although a few 
went for more than $1,000. The 
lowest bid accepted was $200 
for a 1973 Ford Torino.

Point three in Langford’s let- 
ter objected to the different sets 
of figures that Langford said 
were related to her concerning 
the election results. 

“Those were our figures first 
and last,” Gardiner said, refer- 
ring to the results listed above. 
“We never changed. Where 
those other figures came from | 
have_no idea,” Gardiner said. 

Langford said that the results, 
“Rinn-341, Smith-237 and 
Langford-210,” were quoted to 
her over the telephone Friday 
evening at around 7 p.m. Gar- 
diner said that all members of 
the Election Commission left at 
about 6:50 p.m. Friday evening. 

“We can’t do anything about 
the inequity of the vote,” Gar- 
diner said. She added that had 
she lost the election, “! would 
probably be very bitter.” 

“We want action taken on this 
matter by Wednesday, October 
81, 1979,” Langford’s letter 
read, “and we want to meet, asa 
body, with the election officials 


as well as with (Chief Adminis-

trative Officer) Mark Magliery 
and other appropriate persons.

When asked about the rules. 


governing the runoff, Gardiner 
said that an amendment to the 
Constitution might prove wise. 
She suggested that if the sec- 
ond and third place candidates’ 
counts were within five percent 
of each other that the third can- 
didate also be included int he 
runoff. “That would be much 
more equitable,”’she said. Gar- 
diner said she thought the pres- 
ent system was better than the 
former rules, which required 
only a plurality of votes to be 
elected as president. 

Langford stated, “I know 
there is going to be a second 
election between the three of 
us.” She said that despite the 
Gateway’s endorsement of 
Mike Smith, he “only managed

to eke out a four vote margin, 
hardly sufficient for him to re- 
present the student body in an 
election against Rinn.” 


“| have to go ahead as if 
everything is fine,” Gardiner 
said, “which from my perspec- 
tive, it is.” She said the runoff 
election between Smith and 
Rinn is set for Nov. 15 and 16. 

After hearing Gardiner’s re- 
sponse to the letter of protest, 
Langford said, “I’m still holding 
steadfastly to all my accusa- 
tions; they can be verified with 
evidence. It’s not that we’re just 
screaming without substantia- 
tion.” 


“As far as changing the con- 
stitution goes, if we have to, we 


will,” she said. 


In another election-related 
matter, Mike Williams, a mem- 
ber of the Election Commission, 
resigned Tuesday. Gardiner 
and Magliery asked for Willi- 
ams’ resignation after he dis- 
closed the outcome of a Senate 
race to some friends a few min- 
utes before the results were 
posted.

The recently held student 
elections — particularly those 
centering around the position 
of president-regent — unveiled 
some interesting actions and 
reactions — some of which | 
would like to share with you in 
the following paragraphs. 


First, we must discuss the 
socio-political atmosphere sur- 
rounding the three candidates; 
once this is done, we might see 
the need and necessity for 
another election. 


A UNO Gateway editorial en- 
dorsed Mike Smith; there were 
also two letters, one from the 
DiSilvestro faction of the Sen- 
ate and one from Sigma Tau 
Gamma, which also backed 
Smith. Likewise, John Kirk and 
his clique wrote a letter to the 
editor endorsing Katie Rinn. 
Florene Langford was evidently 
assumed to be out of the race 
from day one, and therefore, 
many of us insidiously and in- 
correctly viewed this as a two- 
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Munson on Monday morning. 
However the Friday of the vote 
tallying, a member of the elec- 
tion commission quoted anoth- 
er set of figures to Langford; 
Rinn 341, Smith 237, Langford 
210. This discrepancy shows 
that something was and con- 
tinues to be amiss, and the elec- 
tion commission is largely to 
blame. 


Secondly, aS we can see, 
Langford’s projected “inexpe- 
rience” did not prevent her from 
barely being “defeated” by 
Smith — who has a past history 
of student government related 
service. It is my contention that

there is something wrong with 
that commission, for this is a 
sign of incompetence, negli- 
gence and a profound lack of 
professionalism and 2) such a 
lack makes one wonder if these 


people are capable of a fair 


count when a position as pow- 
erful, prestigious and prolific as 


Student-Regent comes into the 


picture. 


Fourth, there are some irres- 
ponsible behind-the-scenes re- 
marks made by one male con- 
testant, supposedly in a joking 
manner, regarding “burning 
some of Florene’s votes”. This 
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type of commentand contempt- 
ible behavior is not out of char- 
acter for those involved in Stu- 
dent Government, as last year’s 
ballot-box stuffing incident ex- 
emplifies. 


‘The general student body at 
UNO should be congratulated 
for its involvement in making 
this year's election a very excit- 


/ing one. At the same time, it 


should also be aware of the 
“wee Watergate’-like behavior 
that is going on behind the 
scenes. For people to write 
about student apathy and then 
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attempt to cheat these students 
when they do come out is not 
only grandiose, but unforgivea- 
ble. 


Despite all of the buddy- 
system like behavioral manifes- 
tations that marked the 1979-80 
elections, Florene Langford 
performed admirably and there- 
fore in the run-off, we should 
pay close attention to what 
some claim are results. If weun- 
derstand that “families and 
friendships are all rooted in and 
reflective of definite sets of rela-

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Creighton fells Lady Mavs

A raucous UNO following 
failed to spur the Lady Mav vol- 
leyball squad to a revenge victo- 
ry over Creighton Tuesday 
night as a service breakdown 
cost UNO dearly in the second 
game of the match.

UNO’s Thomson, Hall |

The UNO cross country team 
concluded the team portion of 
the schedule Saturday with an 
8th place regional and 5th place 
conference finish in. the meet 
held at Sioux Falls, S.D. 

However, the season con- 
tinues for Mav runners Jim Hall 
and Wade Thomson as they 
qualified for the Division II na- 
tional meet with 8th and 12th 
place finishes, respectively. 

With ideal weather conditions 
for the race, Thomson led the 
field of 93 runners for the first 
two miles of the 6.2 mile run, 
with Hall well back in the pack. 
At that point, the lead was taken 
by Northern lowa’s Kim Sprain, 
who went to win easily. 

At the four-mile mark, Thom- 
son had dropped back to 
eighth, while Hall was begin- 
ning to move up rapidly. The 


five-mile point saw Hall and 
Thomson running together at 
11th and 12th. With a half mile to 
go, Hall made a final surge, 


passing three runners to snare - 


the eighth spot. 

Rounding out the UNO fin- 
ishers were Chris Stokes, 44th; 
Mike Jones, 52nd; Craig Dick, 
64th; John English, 78th; and 
Bill Marcheck, 79th. 

Both Hall and Thomson carry 
fine credentials to the national 
meet to be held at Riverside, 
Calif.,on Nov. 10. For Thomson, 
itis a road he has run before. He 
achieved All-American status in 
1977, with a 25th place finish at 
nationals. ; | 

Hall has been close in every 
race he has run, with Saturday’s 
performance proving to be his 
best run of the year.

The most glaring of those was 
a stretch in the second game of 
the match, which Creighton 
won by scores of 15-11 and 15- 
12. The Lady Mavs failed to de- 
liver on four of five serve at- 
tempts while falling behind in 
the game 9-5. 


A crowd of more than 500, 
with about an even mix of 
Creighton and UNO fans, was 
vocal in its enthusiasm for the 
hard fought matches. 

Creighton went out to an 
early lead in the first game, first 
by 5-2, then 7-4. UNO staged a 
strong comeback to take a 10-7 
lead, forcing Creighton to calla 
timeout. 


UNO apparently lost the mo- 
mentum it had built as the Lady 
Jays came back to tie the score, 
prompting UNO to call a ti- 
meout. Creighton continued its 
Streak and pulled away for the 
15-11 win. 


As the players prepared to 
take the floor for the second 
game, the UNO fans became 
boisterous, perhaps the reason 


for UNO’s quick jump to a 3-0 
lead. Creighton stifled the rush 
by coming back to tie the score. 


Louise Spethman came up 
with a pair of dazzling spikes to 
put the Lady Mavs back on top. 
Creighton followed with a burst 
that gained them a 7-5 edge. It 
was at that point in the match 
that UNO suffered its lapse in 
serving, falling to a four-point 
deficit, 9-5. 


Then the team of Lady Mavs 
Maureen Frenking and Speth- 
man took charge of the match 
and put on an amazing display 
of setting and spiking. The Lady 
Mavs roared out to a 12-9 lead 
before the Lady Jays put the 
brakes on the drive. 


UNO called a timeout when 
Creighton came within a point 
of the lead, but the Lady Jays 
were able to maintain their mo- 
mentum and win going away, 
15-12. 


Spethman had 9 kill-spikes in 
the match to lead the Lady 
Mavs. She also led UNO to an 
opening match runaway over 
Northwest Missouri State, 15-2 
and 15-3.
